In most cases the receiver 
is placed to the left ear and 
tests show that it is keener 
than the right ear. What 
makes the left superior? Us- 
ing the telephone the investi- 
gation proved.

The practice of using the 
telephone has made left ears 
far more sensitvie: than right 
ears, Mr. Whitehead says. Just 
for the sake of proving it to 
yourself, if you are inclined to 
doubt, put the receiver to 
your right ear the next time 
you use the telephone. You 
will probably find that you 
can not hear as well through 
your right ear as you can 
through your left. 

Many people who are too 
deaf to hear ordinary conver- 
sation qan hear over the tele- 
phone when the party on the 
other end speaks in the usual 
tone of voice. This could not 
be the case if using the tele- 
phone dulled the hearing.

The - Michigan State De- 
partment of Botany has ap- 
pealed to Virginia for photo- 
graphs or motion pictures of 
Dismal Swamp for use in 
their intra-state _ lectures, 
Michigan offering to pay for 
negatives or copies of any such 
pictures. The matter has been 
referred to the Virginia De- 
partment of Gameand Inland 
Fisheries, which has an unusu- 
ally good reel of the attrac- 
tive wild-life refuge wished by 
Michigan, and it is thought 
probable this Department will 
have duplicates made and sent 
to the Lake State at the lat- 
ter's cost. This is among the 
exploiting features the Vir- 
ginia Game Department is 
employing to advertise the 
State abroad. 

The Department of Game 
and Fish, acting through the 
State Legislative. Reference 
Bureau, has about completed 
a compilation of the Acts 
passed by the last General As- 
sembly, as well as those pre- 
viously in force, bearing on 
hunting and fishing in Virgin- 
ia and dealing with dog legis- 
lation.' 

A game survey of the State 
is being compiled from data 
sent in by Game Wardens and 
from interested sportsmen, | 
says M. D. Hart, of the De-| 
partment. This survey will 
show an increase in the amount 
of game killed in the State. 
It will also indicate . that,/ 
should weather conditions| 
prove favorable, a large supply 
of wild life will be had in Vir- 
ginia next year.

REHABILITATION 


In the part two years the 
Bureau of Rehabilitation has 
investigated five hundred 
cases of handicapped persons, 
according to D. M. Blanken- 
ship; Director. Of this num- 
ber more than one hundred 
have been placed in training 
and approximately fifty cases 
have completed training and 
are now satisfactorly employ- 
ed. ‘Many of these cases were 
absolutely dependent and 
have by training and place- 
ment been made entirely self- 
supporting. There are now 
training about seventy-five 
persons and more are being 
added to this number each 
week. The average cost for 
eaeh person trained is about 
|$166.00. This includes salar- 
lies, and expenses of employes 
of the Bureau and all over- 
head charges. 

Many cases are referred to 
the Bureau by the Industrial 
Commission. These cases are 
not as difficult to train as are 
these with injuries of long 
standing. Quite a féw of 
these earn more after train- 
than'they did prior to their 
injury. For instance, one 
young man who lost his hand 
in an industrial establishment 
was given business training 
and is now employed as credit 
manager by a large packing 
company at a wage greatly in 
excess of that which he form- 
erly earned. In addition to 
those who have been given 
training, the Bureau has as- 
sisted seventy-five people in 
the purehase of artificial limbs 
and placed them in profitable 
employment. J 

It has been fouhd ‘that a 
large number of those apply- 
ing to the Bureau have been 
crippled by disease or congeni- 
tal deformity. In such cases 
it*has been deemed unwise to 
train. around the handicap 
when it could be either remov- 
ed or greatly lessened by hos- 
pitalization and orthopedic 
treatment. Since. the first 
this Year more than thirty 
such cases have been treated 
at Sheltering Arms, Virgin- 
ja’s only free hospital. Many 
of these cases have been so 
greatly inproved that they 
need no further service from 
theBureau. Suchtreatment is

‘The main retall and skyscraper dis-* 
trict of Chicago is jammed into what 


“has been aptly termed the dreaded 


“mile square” and known as “The 
Loop.” The traffic congestion which 
naturally resulted and steadily grows 
worse as business increases, produces 
myriads ef vexatious delays which re- 
sult in costs beyond computation. nu- 
merous mishaps and the unnecessary ‘ 
use of countless swear words. . 

In so large a city, the incessant 
traffic necessary to move - supplies 
from rail depots to stores and fac- 
tories, shipments from salesrooms and 
factories to freight terminals, mail, 


“| coal to bofler rooms, ashes and exca- 


serious problem—the corner of Stat 
and Madison streets, for instance, 
said to be the busiest corner fn th 
world. 

To relieve the congestion and cu 
down the delay, a far-sighted corpora. 
tion coustructed dn intricate system 
of underground tunnels through which 
& railroed operates. Now much of tlils 
traffic is economically, quickly and 
conveniently trundied through this un- 
derground artery of commerce—dur- 
ing a recent year about 611,000 tons 
of freight, 58,000 tons of coal and 2 
000 wagonloads of excavated material 
and cinders. 

Six feet wide and 7% feet high, and 
surrounded by # 12inch wall of solid 
concrete, these tunnels are from 42 
45 feet below ‘the street surface. The 
method of construction left no chance 
for cave-ins or settling and hes not 
interfered with the foundations of 
buildings, There {s little water seep- 
age, the average temperature Is 55 de 
grees, winter and summer, and the 
frequent passage of trains provides a 
natural and adequate ventilation. 

There are 62 miles of these horse- 
shoe-shaped tunnels, in which there 
are 140 crossings, 652 intersections, 
and 1,254 switches. The equipment 
includes 132 electric motors and 3,000 
cars, each 4 feet wide, 12 feet long, 
and holding from 1 to 6 tons, depend- 
ing om the nature of the load. The 
track gauge is 2 feet. The tunnel and 
its equipment represents an invest- 
ment of about $40,000,000. The opera- 
tion requires about 570 peeple. 

‘Train movements are controlled by 
\telephone—a system of signals operat- 
ing to avold collisions at street inter- 
sections. In case of fire, a deluge of 
water is prevented by heary tight- 
ted fron doors over all shafts lead! 
te the tunnel: 

‘There are connections with univer- 
sal freight-receiving stations, railroad 
depots, freight terminals, business 
houses, office buildings, etc.

DEALERS MUST 
~ WEIGH GOAL 


According to an act of the 
General Assembly of Virginia 
approved March 14, 1924, all 
dealers must weigh coal-when 

id to the consumer. 
Below we publish an extract 


It shall be 
unlawful to sell or offer to sell 
any coal, coke or charcoal in 
any other manner than by 
weight. It shall be unlawful 
for any person to deliver any 
coal, coke or charcoal without 
such delivery being accom- 
panied by a delivery ticket 


and at Indian Creek, making }and a duplicate thereof, on 


each of which shall be in ink 
or other indelible substance, 
distinctly expressed in pounds, 
the gross weight of the load, 
the tare of the delivery vehicle 
and the quantity or quantities 
of coal, coke or charcoal con- 
tained in the »vehicle used 
in such deliveries, *with 
the name of the purchaser 
thereof, and the name of the 
dealer from whom purchased. 
One of these tickets shall be 
surrendered to the dealer of 
weights and measures: upon 
his demand for his inspection, 
and this ticket or weight slip 
issued by him when he desires} 
to retain the original shall be 
delivered to thesaid purchaser 
of said coal, coke or charcoal, 
or his agent or representative 
at the time of the delivery of 
of the fuel; and the other tick- 
et shall be retained by the 
seller of the fuel.

THE ASHOKAN RESERVOIR 

The Ashokan reservoir is an’ arti- 
ficial luke created as a water-storage 
reservoir for the city of New York, 
situated in the Catskill mountains 
more than IW) miles away. 

The Esopus watershed, carrying the 
waters of the streams which flow 
from the high forest lands in the 
Catskills; emerged from the moun- 
tains through a deep gorge and 
@rained into the Hudson river. The 
construction of a dam 4,650 feet long, 
with a maximum height of 252 feet,. 
across this gorge, stopped the flow of 
water and created a reservoir 12 miles 
long, from one to three miles wide, 
with @ maximum depth of 190 feet 
and a capacity of 130,000,000,000 gal- 
lons of water, 

In the construction of this gigantic 
Project, 15,222 acres of land, on which 
dweit a population of 2,000 persons 
who had to find new homes, were ac

Although the water of the Esopus | 
drainage is of unusual softness and 
the sparse settlement of the country | 
takes for purity, the water is drawn | 
from the reservoir through 1,599 noz- 
zles which break it into @ spray and 
permit the escape of any odors or 
gases which it may contain. 

‘The water flows, for the most part, | 
through an aqueduct 17% feet wide | 
and 17 feet high, with an average | 
drop of 1 1-10 feet per mile. Cement. | 
ped tunnels carry it through un- 
avoldable hills and under valleys. It 
basses under the Hudson river 
through @ tunnel driven in granite 
rock 1:14 feet below sea level, and | 
reaches the city mains in a tunnel | 
bored through solfd rock, lying from 
200 to 750 feet below the street level. 
‘The maximum capacityrof this aque- 
duct is 20,833,333 gallons per hour,

THE CALIFORNIA MISSIONS 

Scattered up and down the coast of 
‘Oalifornta—each one day's journey on 
horseback apart from the next—are a 
chain of twenty-one great Spanish 
missions, which stand as a monument 
everlasting to the credit of the Fran- 
ciscan Fathers, 

Connected by a historic trai! known 
ae “El Camino Real” (The King’s 
Highway), approximately 700 miles in 
length—extending from San Diego 
northward to Sonoma, these romantic 
and picturesque bulldings—Moorish tp 
architecture—might well be classed as 
“The American counterpart of the 
things that people go. to the old coun- 
tries of Europe to see.” 

These famous missions are a relic 
of m romantic and yet fearless en- 
Seavor, carried on by the Franciscan 
missionaries, at the commend of the 
king of Spain to establish through 2 
series of religious outposts « knowl- 
edge of Christianity in her farther- 
most possession. The movement took 
Gefinite form when the Mission Sen 
Diego was founded in the year 1769, 
bot the chain was not completed until 
‘OA years latér’ when the Mission San 
Francisco de Solano at Sonoma was 
established. 

“How many additional missions 
might have been added to this chain 
and how much farther up the coast it 
would have been ~ extended, bobody 
‘knows, because before the advent of 
1824 ‘the system wes disrupted and 
further construction stopped by the 
government of Mexico.

to the sticcess of a metropolitan city, 
through which to operate electric pas- 
senger trains on fast and frequent 
schedules is a herculean task. 

‘The main trunk lines of this subway 
system are four tracks wide and pro- 
vide for both express or through and 
local traffic in each direction. Patrons 
enter the subway from kiosks on the 
streets, broad stairways leading to the 
station platforma As a rule, local 
Stations are about five blocks and ex- 
press stations about two miles apart. 

During the busy periods, morning 
ang nigit, in a trunk line subway ex- 
press trains carrying eight to tec care 
Operate about one minute spart in 
each direction, making 2 speed better 
than thirty miles an hour. Loc# 
trains, carrying Sve ané six cars, op- 
erate leSs than two minutes spart in 
each direction The cars are about 
fifty feet long. Such @ subway will 
transport 1,000,000 passengers daily.

Great Salt lake is the strangest lake 
on this continent, In keeping with 
this situation, one of the strangest is- 
lands in America is in this strange 
lake. As if to perpetuate this strange 
ness, the entire population of this is- 
land consists of conglomeration of 
bird lfe—ptlicans, peagulls, and 
heron, or crane, about 100,000—all told. 

Hat island, appropriately nicknamed 
Bird island, has an area of about 22 
acres and is located many miles off 
shore. There are no trees on it and 
Ro vegetable growths aside from some 
scrubby sage brush. There is no rec- 
ord of animal life on it and there is 
no human life on it. Nothing having 
& food value grows on it. Further. 
more, {t is sald that no ving thing, 
with the exception of « minute shrimp, 
ean live in the saltiest of salt waters 
which » ind it.

Istence of this bird colony appears te 
bear out the truth of this statement. 
Apparently, a band of roaming pell- 
cans from tha Pacific coast concluded 
that the location of this Isolated 
refuge made it a veritable paradise 
for the rearing of their young. It was 
Practically tmmune from disturbance 
by ma it appeared to be free from 
danger to both eggs and young birds 
because of the absence of prowling 
animals, and climatic conditions were 
favorable — the sun shining on the 
Tocks would assist the process of in- 
cubating the eggs while the birds were 
absent from their nests. Accordingly, 
since no trace of the pelican, in num. 
bers, is found in any other ‘section of 
the western inter-mountain region, ex- 
copt at Yellowstone lake in Yellow. 
stone park, the supposition is that the 
news of this “find” was communicated 
to the haunts of the tribe of pelicans 
along the Pacific coast, because now, 
especially during the mating season, 
great flocks of these peculiar birds 
migrate hundreds of miles over moun- 
tains, desert and plain to this rookery 
in the midst of this alten sea. Later, 
the seagulls and cranes, sensing the 
security enjoyed by the pelicans, fol- 
lowed and also adopted this as their 
refuge. 

‘The utter lack of food on this isle 
{= not a serious matter because these 
birds are all good long-distance flyers. 
They fy to the outlets of fresh water 
rivers and lakes and obtain the neces- 
Sary sustenance, the average round 
trip being about 80 miles,

YARDS 


The Union Stock yards in Chicago 
handle so much stock that when one 
saunters about the yards, it seems as 
though all the farmers in the country 
had decided to ship all their stock 
to Chicago at the same time, and that 
It all arrived on the day you were 
there. 

Established tn 1865, these yards 
have grown to be the largest in Amer- 
fea, If not im the world. The great 
bulk of our live stock, especially hogs, 
is raised in the states between the 
Alleghety~nd the Rocky mountains. 
Rallroad construction was converging 
toward and expanding ‘from the city 
at the southern end of Lake Michigan. 
Chicago, therefore, was the logical lo- 
cation for America’s greatest live 
stock mart. 

Naturally, the production of live 
stock has increased many fold during 
the last 57 years. This fact, plus the 
scope of the territory from which 
these yards draw patronage, accoun! 
for the condition mentioned in the 
fret paragraph, and the staggering 
figures which follow. 

These yards today contain about 
10,000 pens and cover an area of 
about 820 acres. 

In 1865, 618 cattle, 17,764 hogs, 
1,483 sheep were received. Th - 
age number of head of stock handled 
dally during # recent five-year period 
was: Cattle, 10,986; calves, 2.838; 
hogs, 26,768; sheep, 14,805; horses, 
212; a total ef 55,044 head or 936 
cars every 24 hours—an average of 39 
cars per hour, day and night.

He was 
interested in pure-bred stock, 
and the best hogs, cattle, and 
sheep were found on his farm 


3 He was an energatic worker’ 


and always contended the 
best education of a child was 
to be taught to work. He 
hated idleness and the way 
some people wasted their time 
and money gave him no little 
concern. He believed in the 
old saying, ‘Save the pen- 
nies and the dollars will take 
care of themselves.”’ His sig- 
nature to a note or check 
made it as good as national 
currency, and it mattered not 
whether for ten dollars or one 
thousand, 

In the last three years of 
his life he did not ttade so 
much in live stock but en- 
couraged business enterprises. 
At the time of his death he 
was a share holder in the 
Hickory Flatts Milling Co. at 
Woodway, and a stockholder 
and director in the Penning- 
ton Gap Bank. 

In the autumn of 1923 he 

visited his brother in Missouri 
his son in Kansas, and an- 
other son and two daughters 
in Iowa. He talked much of 
this visit till he took his bed 
in April from which he never 
arose, 
In politics Mr. Gilly was a 
Democract; in religion a Bap- 
tist. His friends were greatly 
pleased when about two years 
before his death he was re- 
consecrated in a public con- 
fession ina meeting and shook 
hands with everybody. 

In the passing of Mr. Gil- 
ley, Lee County loses one of 
its best farmers, a good busi- 
ness man and a citizen that 
has done much to make the 
town -of Pennington what it

Without faith in God, faith 
in mankind, and, even in the 
darkest. hours, faith in the 
ultimate triumph of the right, 
he will accomplish. but little 
in the real objective of Sun- 
day School. work.

‘Where there is no 
vision the people. perish” is 
just as true with reference to 
Sunday School work, as it is 
when applied to any other 
work looking toward the ad- 
cement ef the kingdom of 
God’s dear Son.

Mount Lassen, which geologists are 
pleased to term “a dying volcano,” is 
located in the southeastern part of 
Shaste county in northern California. 

Laseen, standing between the ends 
of two mountain ranges noted far and 
wide for the beauty of their scenery— 
the Sierra Nevadas and the Cascades 
—tise to a height of 10,460 feet, and 
bas the distinction of being the only 
volcano located within the confines of 
our United States that may be re 
garded as being at all active.

THE OLD FAIRBANKS 
HOUSE 


< There is hardly a section that does 

~ Bet have its “old house.” Most of 
them, however, take their hats off to 
th® old Fairbanks (formerly Fayer- 
danke) house, which stands in a clus- 
ter of stately treed In the Little city of 

Mass. With the exception 

ef certain adobe, stone or shell houses 
4p California and Florida, this prob- 
ably is the oldest house still standing 
in the United States. 

< This relic of days gone by was built 
4p 1696. It is perhaps the best ex- 
ample of Old English frame cottage 
onstruction to be found in America, 
‘was lived in up to about twenty years 
agp by eight generations of the Fair 
Danks family, retains its primitive 
simplicity, quaintness and picturesque- 
ess and is now filled with heirlooms 
of the Fairbanks family. 
~ Like many old-time structures, the 
alin portion is flanked on two sides 
by wings and the pitch roof of the 
middie section extends very near to 
the ground In the rear. The front side 
contains eight windows and no two of 
them/are alike. As if to have an In- 
ividuality all its own, a time-honored 
practice was departed from in that 
neither the front door nor the chim- 
Bey are in the exact center of the 
house. Curiously, also, the doorways 
are exceptionally low—persons of or- 
‘Aimary height having to bend slightly 
on entering. 

Some of the rooms never have been 
Plastered and the beams and rafters 
show overhead. Over the fireplace in 
the quaint little parlor swings a wood- 
en craue from which kettles were sue 
Pended over the fire for cooking pur- 
poses. In the days before kerosene, 
grease lamps hung in this crane fur 
mished such light as wus availible 
when there was no fire in the fire- 


place.

throughout his entire career has been 
one favorable to labor. As a young 
lawyer, more than twenty years ago, | 
be volunteered. his services to defend { 
stricing miners who had been ar-! 
| Fested for “unlawful. assemblage, riot,/ 
| And inciting to riot, etc,” at a time 
when his home community was dom- 
inated by big coal corporations ‘and it 
was an unpopular thing for any law- 
yer to undertake. 
| When Mr. Davts~came to Congress 
| In 1911 he took an active interest in} 
workmen's compensation legisiation[ 
and assisted in securing the passage 
of the measure through the 62n¢ Con- 
Sress. It passed both houses Wut too 
late to even get into conference. At 
the begtnmjng of the 63rd Congress he | 
re-introduced the compensation Dill, 
H. R. 21, with certain amendments 
}and made an argument in favor of the 
measure on June 27, 1913, in which 
he said: “The burden of industrial 
accidents should be borne not by the} 
unhappy sufferer aione, but rather by; 
the community at large.” 

In the 62nd Congress he prepared 
the final’ draft of the ‘antlinjunction 
and anti-conspiracy features of the 
Clayton anti-trust bill for presentation 
to the committee. On the 14th of May, 
1912, he made an extended speech ir 
which he dealt exclusively with the 
antl-injunction features of the bill, pre- 
senting in an able manner the abuses 
of the writ complained of by labor, the 
remedies that the bill proposed, and 
defended their constitutionality and 
said: “I denounce as a libel upon 
American citizenship the assertions 
that the laboring men are ever ready 
at the word to break into lawlessness’ 
or that they sympathize with those 
who do. And 1 pity the man who 
takes such counsel of his fears as to 
‘be unwilling. to recognize and acco 
to them by statute and in practice the 
full use of ever} legitimate weapon of 
offense or defense in all trade wars 
and the untrammeled exercite of ey- 
ery constitutional right.” 

On July 8, 1912, he made a speech 
in Congress defending the merits of 
the bill to provide trial by jury in con- 
tempt cases where the alleged con 
tempt did not octur in the immediate 
Presence of the court and made 
strong legal ar; taining the 
constitutionitity of the measure. Ib 
the course of his speech he said: 
“When the scope and purpose of this 
bill are clearly understood 1 for one 
cherish the hope that the opposition 
to It will disappear, and that it will be 
recognized as being at one and the 
fame time the solution of a véxed 
question and the mere extension of 2 
constitutional guaranty to trials for 
alleged contempt.” 

In 1916, as Solicitor General of the 
United States, he defemied the cos- 
stitutionality of the Adamson Pight- 
Hour law before the Supreme Court 
and pushed the case with such vigor 
that the Supreme Court decision was 
feached within six months after the 
Passage of the bill. In the course of 
his argument hé said: .”The efficiency 
and safety of railroad service depend 
upon the skill and physical fitness of 
the employees. It is just as necessary 
to properly care for employees as to 
keep in good condition the physical 
instrumentalities used in interestate 
commerce. Physical efficiency Is im 
possible without proper fiving condi- 
tlons, which demand suitable food 
clothing, housing, rest and recreation. 
(These in turn cannot be secured with- 
out the payment of an adequate wage.” 
(See records of the Clerk of the St- 
preme Court.) 

On November 22, 1923, he appearef 
before the Supreme Court of the 
United States to defend the rights of 
the Window Glass Workers’ Union 
and the Window Glass Manufacturers’ 
Association to enter into a collective 
bargain in which the number of 
months that the factories should op- 
erate was specifically set forth He 
“won the case and in making his oral 
argument gave an Interpretation of 
section § of the! Clayton act. entirely 
inline with the interpretation placed 
upon it by labor. He said: “I say this! 
agreement falis within the express, 
Provisions of section 6 of the Ciayton 
act. * * © Itlein the power of the 
fabor union, by collective bargaining 
te say how many hours a day its men 
shall work; how many weeks a month, 
or how many months @ year it will 
‘Permit these men.to be employed.

The 
great American Wobdlen Company 
passed its last dividend and is operat 
ing at only forty per cent. capacity. 

The Bethlehem Stee! Company, 
passed its dividend and is operating at 
thirty per cent. capacity. There is a 
similar recession in al! the leading 
industries. 
=One of the by-products of the un- 
healthy economic condition is the nu 
Merous failures of banks and indi 
viduals. 

These conditions demonstrate the 
truth of the old adage that it does not 
pay in the long run to kill the goose 
that lays the golden egg. 

It is not possible for any class of 
industry to prosper in the long run 
by for a time, exacting extortionate 
Profita from other classes of industry. 

You cannot sell at any price to a 
bankrupt, and it does not pay to 
charge your customers so much that 
he cannot continue to buy.

‘A Dish ef Lye Hominy 
(Prepared by the United States Departmasat 
ef Agriculture.) 

‘There are several kinds of hominy 
om the market, but for the most part 
they differ more In the fineness to 
which they are ground than In their 
food value. ‘The names by which the 
different kinds are known often vary 
with the locality, so that it ls some- 
Umes hard to tell which ts referred to, 

To prepare hominy by modern 
methods the grain is soaked enough 
to soften it somewhat, It is passed 
through a machine called a degerm!- 
nator, which breaks the grain into 
coarse pieces and also loosens the 
bran and germ, which are sifted out. 
The coarsely broken endosperm then 
is dried and sold as hominy. When 
left Im fairly large pieces It is often 
known as samp or pearl hominy; 
when ground to a very coarse meal It 
is called hominy grits. Any kind 
hominy may be used like rice, in ince | 
of a vegetable or for a breakfast ce- 
real. The hominy grits may. also be 
used in puddings and cakes. 

Special Preparation. 

Lye hominy, or hulled corn, is a spe- 
cial preparation made by soaking the 
whole grain in water that contains 
lye, or sometimes merely a bag of 
wood ashes, until the hulls are loos- 
ened or softened, then washing the 
hulled grains in clear water and boll- 
ing. Lye hominy may be made at 
home or it may be bought elther in 
bulk.or canned. It has a distinctive

For this carving of 
steel and armorplate ordinary gas,

It has 
found that to cut through heavy 
alabs of metal the terrific heat of 
the oryhydrogen torch is unneces- 
sary. The steel need only be raised 
to a cherry red, about 1,400 degrees 
Fahrenheit, when, by the addition 
of oxygen to the flame, it can be cut 
through as easily as a knife cuts 
through butter.

It has been found that these fruits | 
respond very readily to the action of | 
brine. A 40 per cent brine, made by 
dissolving one pound of salt in nlne| 
pints of water, is the most satisfac. | 
tory strength to use for martynias. | 
As the brine must be maintained at | 
the same strength throughout the en- | 
Ure process of curing, and as juices | 
which dilute the brine are drawn out 
of all products, it is necessary to add 
salt from time to time. A salinometer, 
which is simple, inexpensive piece 
of apparatus, is the best means of de 
termining when the brine is of the re- 
quired strength. Its use is recom- 
| ended wherever possible, especially | 
if any quantity of fruit is being han- | 
dled.” | 

A keg or stone jar is satisfactory | 
for brining. Kegs must be well 
washed with hot water, and soaked 
overnixht with fresh water, to be sure 
| they are watertight. Round board 
covers, coated with hot paraffin are 
used to keep the vegetables submerged 
| in the brine. Clean bricks are used as 
weights. Another large round wood 
cover over the top of each keg is nec- 
essary to keep out dirt and dust. 

When the martynias have been in 
the brine from two to three weeks 
| they are sufficiently cured, and ready 
to be freshened by soaking in fresh | 
water overnight. They may then be 
Pickled, either in plain vinegar or in 
& sweet spiced vinegar. Martynias 
are especially desirable for combining 
| with mixed pickles,

FYPLOSIES FOR 
THE FARMER 


Arrangements have been 
made by the V. P. I. Exten- 
sion Division to secure for the 
Virginia farmers the new ex- 
plosive, “‘pyrotel.” The pur- 
pose of this distribution is to 
put surplus war explosives 
directly into the hands of the 
individual farmer for use in 
improving hisownland. The 
amount that any farmer may 
secure is limited to 1,000 lbs. 

Pyrotol is a comparatively 
safe high explosive, has no 
toxic effects, and will give 
good results in all ordinary 
temperature. A cartridge of 
pyrotol weighs about 6 oz. 
and is approximately equal 
in strength for agricultural 
blasting to,the usual cartridge 
of dynamite which weighs 8 
oz. Thatis,in a 50 lb. box 
dynamite there are 100 car- 
tridges where in each box of 
pyrotol there are about 150 
cartridges, each one of which 
is approximately equal in 
strength to a cartridge of 20 
per cent dynamite. Pyrotol 
can be completely detonated 
by a No. 6 cap of either elec- 
trie or fuse type. A supply 
of caps for use with the fuse 
type will be sent free with 
each order as long as the sup- 
ply lasts. 

No charge is made for the 
explosive itself, but there is 
a charge for freight and _pre- 
paration. The total cost will 
be $8.75 per 100 lbs. Rich- 
mond. The total cost will be 
about one ha'f of that of ag- 
ricultural dynamite. In 
cases where as much as a car- 
load (16,000 Ibs.) can be used 
in one section, the car load 
shipment can be made direct 
thereby saving the individual 
freight charges on small 
amount. 

Farmers wishing to secure 
this explosive should get in 
touch with their county 
agent or agricutural high 
school teacher, or write direct 
to The Agriculiural Engineer- 
ing for order blanks.

There are several kinds of hominy 
om the market, but for the most part 
they differ more in the fineness to 
which they are ground than in their 
food value. The names by which the 
different kinds are known often vary 
with the locality, so that it Is some 
times hard to tell which is referred to. 

To prepare hominy by modern 
methods the grain is soaked enough 
to soften it somewhat. It is passed 
through a machine called a degermi- 
nator, which breaks the grain into 
coarse pieces and also loosens the 
bran and germ, which are sifted out. 
The coarsely broken endosperm then 
is dried and solid as hominy. When 
left in fairly large pieces it is often 
known as samp or pearl hominy: 
when ground to # very coarse meal It 
is called hominy grits. Any kind oft 
hominy may be used like rice, in place 
of a vegetable or for a breakfast ce 
real The hominy grits may also be 
used in puddings and cakes. 

Special Preparation. 

Lye hominy, or hulled corn, Is a spe- 
cial preparation made by soaking the 
whole grain in water that contains 
lye, or sometimes merely 2 bag of 
wood ashes, until the hulls are loos- 
ened or softened, then washing the 
bulled grains in clear water and boll- 
ing. Lye hominy may be made at 
home or it may be bought elther in 
bulk or canned.

Steel Easily Cat

TOMATO:MINCEMEAT 
18 SOMETHING NEW 


Proddét Left‘ Over at Can- 
ning Season Made Useful. 
(Prepared by iw ‘Unites ad ‘Department 


& good use for green tomatoes, jeft 
at the end of the canning season, is 
mock mincemeat, which will be rel- 
ished in winter ples, suggests the Unit- 
ed States’ Department of Agriculture. 

Slice up a quantity of green toma- 
toes and sprinkle well with salt. Put 
into a bag and hang up to drip all 
night. The salt left on the tomatoes 
need not be washed off. In the morn- 
ing take equal weights of sugar and 
tomatoes and cook until the tomatoes 
are thoroughly done. To 7 pounds of 
the mixture of tomatoes and sugar 
add 3 pounds of seedless raisins, with 
mace and cinnamog to sult the tast 
Cook a short time after adding the 

ang put into jars. This will 
keep without being sealed and will 
make delicious ples, which many con- 
sider as good as those from ordinary 
mincemeat. 

Another use for green tomstoes is 
in pickle making, in combination with 
cabbage, onions and green peppers, 
which are usually plentiful at the same 
time in the fall. The recipe below has 
been found very satisfactory. It may 
be made without the sugar if pre 
ferred. 

Green Tomato Pickle.

CIIRING GREEN AND | 
RIPE MANGO MELONS 


Fraits Respond Quite Read-' 
ily to Action of Brine. 


| (Prepared by the United States Department 
of Agriculture.) 


i Mango melons are known tn differ- 

ent parts of the country by different 
names, such as garden lemons, vine 
peach and vegetable orange. When 
ripe, this vegetable very much resem- 
bles a small, Spherical lemon. Both 
green and ripe mangoe§ can be cured 
by brining, says the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. The green 
mangoes are commonly used for mak- 
ing “stuffed mangoes,” while the ripe 
mangoes, after freshening, can be 
made into sweet preserves very sim!- 
far to those made from watermelon 
rind. 

To prepare mungo melons for brin- 
ing, cut off about a fifth of the meton 
from the stem end, remove the ‘seeds 
and then replace the small end and 
fasten with wooden toothpicks, Some 
times this Is done after brining, but 
it ts best to do it beforehand. 

It has been found that these froits 
respond very readily to the action” of 
brine. A 40 per cent brine, made by 
dissolving one pound of salt in nine 
pints of water, Is the most satisfac- 
tory strength to use for mango mel- 
ons. As the brine must be maintained 
at the same strength throughout the 
| entire process of curing, and as juices 
which dilute the brine are drawn out 
| of all products, it ls necessary to add 
| salt from time to time. A salinome- 
ter, which is a simple, Inexpensive 
piece of apparatus, is the best means 
| of determining when the brine ts of 

the required strength. Its use is recom- 
mended wherever possibie, especially 
if any quantity ts being handled. Lack- 
| ing a salinometer, « simple household 
test for a 40 per cent brine is to drop & 
fresh egg in it. The egg should barely 
float, being almost submerged. 

A keg or stone jur is satisfactory 
for brining. Kegs must be well washed 
with hot water, afd soaked overnight 
with fresh water to be sure they are 
watertight. Round board covers coated 
with bot paraffin are used to keep the 
vegetable submerged in the brine, 
Clean bricks are used as weigits. An- 
other large round woud cover over the 
top of each keg is necessary to keep 
out dirt and dust. 

At frequent intervals it is necessary 
to remove, with s large wooden spoon.

Cabbage-Leaf Roll 
Put cabbage leaves of suitable size 
{nto boiling water and let them stand 
until they are wilted. Mix the remain- 
ing ingredients (with the exception of 
the lemon) and form inte rolis, each 
containing about one tablespoonful of 
the mixture. Wrap each roll in a cab- 
bage leaf, after removing the thicker 
part of the stem in order to make {t 
roll well. Pack these rolls closely into 
a baking disb and cover with water or 
stock. Rake for one-half hour. Just 
before serving squeers the juice of the

ATTACK TARIFF 


Republicans Keeping Quiet On Tariff 
This Year. 

Attacks made by farmers’ organ 
{zations on the Repubiiean profiteers 
tariff, which is costing @gricultural pro 
ducers hundreds of millions a year, 
are greatly worrying the Coolidge 
managers. In previous presidential 
campaigns, the Republican National 
Committee has always stressed the 
tariff as a boon to farmers, but the 
agricultural organizations have been 
investigating and find that for every 
dollar the agricultural producer gets 
from the “protection” on his products 
he pays about $5 in higher prices for 
the commodities he has to buy. 

The American Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion, representing several millions of 
farmers, on September 29 wrote Presi- 
dent Coolidge a letter pointing out the 
disparity between the “protection” re 
ceived by the farmer under the Ford- 
ney-McCumber law and the amount 
taken from him in tariff taxes on his 
sconsum ption. 

“The surcharge in domestic prices 
due to over-protection under the pres. 
ent tariff law {s generally accepted tr 
he about $4,000,000.000 a year,” said 
the Farm Bureau Federation to Presi 
dont Coolidge. If the farmers repre 
sent one-half the purchasing power of 
the country, it follows that the pres 
ent law is costing the farmers about 
two billlon dollars annually. ‘The 
benefits which they receive from the 
tariff is but a small proportion of this 
enormous sum.

that the net loss to farmers, after 
making allowance for every penny of 
advantage the tariff gave them in 
higher prices for their products. was 
Sot less than $201,000,000 a year.

THE SKYSCRAPER CHURCH 


In 1831, when Chicago was in its 
swadd lothes, the Methodists pur- 
chased a plot of ground in the down- 
town n of the town and built 
thetr “first” church center upon it.

The atten‘lance of 1922 had outgrown 
the church of 1656. Their plot had 
become the center of the city's retail 
business section. So again, the Meth- 
efists eclerged thelr quarters and in 

feating their former plan on a far 
lurger and far more grand scale, they 
produced the tallest building in Chi- 
cago, the most unusnai church build. 
ing in America, ond the highest 
eburch buliding in all the world. 

This magnificent skyscraper church 
is 80 by 182 feet and 21 stories (and 
basement), or 260 feet high. The cor 
ner is surmounted by an elaborate but 
substantial spire which “carries on” 
206 fect frrther—making the total 
height of the structure 556 feet. 

An elaborate entrance leads from 
the street directiy into a veritable 
dream of a “house of worship," sur 
rounded by shops and storgs within, 
This secluded church is modeled 
somewhat after the style of the Eng- 
sh churches, elegant but simple, dig- 
nified, and in silent accord with the 
creed of the church, with @ seating 
tapacity of about 1,300 persons and 
containing“an organ as fine in quality 
and pleasing in tone as the experts of 
the organ-builder's art could produes.

names, such as garden lemons, vine 
peach and vegetable orange, When 
ripe, this vegetable very much resem- 
bles a small, spherical lemon. Poth 


green and ripe mangoes can be cured ! 
by brining, says the United States De- { 


partment of Agriculture. The green 
mangoes are commonly used for mak- 
ing “stuffed mangoes,” while the ripe 
mangoes, after freshening, can be 
made into sw€et preserves very simi- 
lar to those made from watermelon 
rind. 

To prepare mango melons for brin- 
ing, cut off about # fifth of the meion 
from the stem end, remove the seeds 


and then replace the small end andj 


fasten with wooden toothpicks, Some- 
times this is done after brining, but 
it is best to do it beforehand. 

It bas been found that these fruits 
respond very readily to the action of 
brine. A 40 per cent bririe, made by 
dissolving one pound of salt in nine 
pints of water, is the most satisfuc- 
tory strength to use for mango mel- 


| ons, As the brine must be maintained 
| at the same strength throughout the 


entire process of curing, and as juices 
which dilute the brine are drawn out 


| of all products, it is necessary to add 
| salt from time to time. A salinome- 


ter, which is a simple, inexpensive 


piece of apparatus, is the best means | 


of determining when the brine ts of 
the required strength, Its use is recom- 
mended wherever possible, especially

Scott's Proof Sheets 


Lavishly Marked Up 
Messrs. Hodgson (London) have 
regently been lucky enough to get 
hold of the proof sheets of two of 
the Waverley novels, “The Be 
trothed” and “The Talisman,” bear- 
ing profuse corrections and altera- 
tions in Scott’s own hand.

BUILDING 


That sounds big and it ts big. 
Amerjca, today, grows and moves 
with such rapid strides—progress be- 
ing the order of the day—that the 
largest of anything of its particular 
kind does not so remain very long. 
In 1922, the General Motors building 
in Detroit was the largest building 
in the world. In 1928 the honor was 
transferred to Chicego.

Three trainioads or 
6,800 piling were used for foundation 
purposes. Three million feet of lum- 
ber, were used in connection with the | 
concrete work. Other materials of | 
construction Included such items as | 
80.000 barre!s of cement; 40,000 cubic 
yards or wagonloads of gravel: 4,500, 
000 common brick and 700,000 face 
brick; 5.500 tons of reinforced! steel; 
miles and miles of piping for water. 
ing and heating purposes and miles 
and miles of wiring for electric lght- 
ing and other purposes, and 400,000 
square yards of plastering. 

The exterior finish of this colossal 
building 1s of the socalied Gothic 
treatment, the material being dark- 
gray brick with terre cotta trimmings. 
The top story contains a restaurant 
which seats 750 diners at one time. 

The bulk weight of the building is 
estimated to be 825,000,000 pounds. 
The estimated cost of the ground and 
building was placed at $10,000,000.

MARTYNIAS CAN BE ! 
MADE INTO PICKLES 


Fruits Are Especially Desir- 
able for Mixtures. 


(Prepared by the tntre* etares Dey . 
of agriculture.) 


Mf you have wuyuus in your lo 
cality, elther growing wild or io the 
garden, you can make them into very 
good pickles, says the United States 
Department of Agriculture, by first 
putting them in brine for about three 
weeks. 

Martynlas grow wild and in great 
abundance in the semi-arid regions of 
southwestern United States, but they 
can be grown Successfully In other io 
callties. The plant grows from two to 
three feet high and bears large leaves 
and @ purplish flower. It may be 
planted for ornamental Purposes. 
The seed-bearing pods are used for 
pickling. They grow close to the 
stem and should be picked for 
pickling when two inches long. They 
are curved in shape and covered with 
a fuzzy growth which exudes a gun- 
my substance, Irritating to the skin. 


It bas been round that these fruits 
respond very readily to the action of 
brine. A 40 per cent brine, made by 
dissolving one pound of salt in olne 
pints of water, is the most satisfac 
tory strength to use for martyolas 
As the brine must be maintained at 
the same strength throughout the en- 
Ure process of curing, and as Juices 
which dilute the brine are drawn out 
of all products, it Is necessary to add 
salt from time to time. A sallnometer, 
which Is a simple, inexpensive plece 
of apparatus, Is the best means of de 
termining when the brine Is of the re 
quired strength. Its use is recom- 
mended wherever possible, especially 
if any quantity of fruit is being han- 
died..* 

A keg or stone jar is satisfactory 
for brining Kegs must be well 
washed with hot water, and soaked 
overnight with fresh water, to be sure 
they are watertight Round board 
covers, couted with hot paraffin are 
Used to keep the vegetables submerged 
in the brine.

Wheo the martynias have been in 
the brine from two to three weeks 
they are sufficiently cured, and ready 
to be freshened by soaking in fresh

& sweet spiced vinegar. Martynias 
are especially desirable for combining 
with mixed pickles.

AGENT FOR LEE 


The Board of ‘Supervisors 
at their regular session Mon- 
day December ist at Jones-/ 
ville employed M. V. Roger 


of Hawkins County Tennessee 
as County Agent for Lee 
County. The employment 
was in conjuction with the 
Virginia Extension Depart- 
ment represented by Mr. 
Warren, District agent of 
Blacksburg, Mr. Roger will 
begin his work January Ist 
1925. 

Mr. Roger comes, not a 
stranger tothe work nor a 
stranger to the county. He 
has been employed in his 
home county as farm demon- 
strator for seven years and is 
considerably acquainted with 
Lee County citizenship and 
their methods of farming. 
The employment of an agent 
was the result of continued 
slowing down of farm pro- 
ducts and business especially 
the regular farm income and 
crops that the farmers of Lee 
have herefore found profitable 
and substantial. Since the 
war conditions have settled in- 
to a permanent unstablebasis 
in some lines of livestock es- 
pecially cattle it is plain that 
the farm income must be 
speeded up with an added 
cash crop of some character. 
Itis not suggested that a 
change of livestock or regular 
farm crops in the county will 
be encouraged. It has been 
found, however, that other 
cropsand methods can be 
added without injury to the 
establishedfarm program that 
will materially increase the 
farm income and not embar- 
rass or change the ones now 
in use. 

These conditions confront- 
ed the East Tennessee coun- 
ties on coming out of the late 
war. The methods that had 
always held good could not 
keep pace with the demands 
made by automobiles, good 
roads and many other con- 
veniences our fathers did not 
enjoy.

But the most out- 
standing work of the county 
agent has been done in Bur- 
ley Tobacco. Two years ago 
Hawkins had only 100 acres 
of Burley Tobacco. The 
farmers wanted an increased 
acreage and through the 
agent’s supervision this acre- 
age hat been secured till now 
this year the county has 2,000

Short Course 
For Dairymen 


Dairying will be the sub- 
ject of o short course to be 
give at V. P. I. at Blacksbnrg 
in February. The dairy in- 
dustry in Virginia is rapidly 
becoming a most important 
farm business. It represents 
an investment in cattle of a- 
round 30 million dollars, and 
the sales of dairy products a- 
mount to over 15 million 
dollars annually, over 11} 
million dollars worth being 
sold for manufacturing and 
consumption exclusive of farm 
butter. Around 14,000 far- 
mers sell milk, cream or 
butterfat, not considering 
those that sell country butter. 
This is 8 per cent of all the 
farmers in the state.

nor and by the State Motor! 


Vehicle Commissioner, has 
been issued from the executive 
offices: - 
To the People of Virginia: 
We earnestly desire to save 
all of the automobile owners 
from the payment of fines for’ 
violations of the title registra- 
tion law and the automobile 
law. 
It will be impossible to get 





1925 automobile licenses un- 
til the car has proper title re- 
gistration and we, therefore, 
are issuing this statement to 
the public for the purpose of 
urging all of those who have 
not yet registered their cars 
under the title law which 
“went into effect July 1, 1924, 
todo’so certainly prior to 

January 1, 1925. If this is 

not done by January 1, 1925, 

it will subject the car owner 

to two fines—one for failure 
to register the title within the) 
time required by law, and the 
- other for using the automo- 
bile without a new license for 

1925, and in addition to this 

will necessarily create an ex- 

tra amount of work in -the 

Motor Vehicle Office, entail- 

ing and confusing and be the 

source of trouble and annoy- 
ance to all. 
The Motor Vehicle Com- 
missioner is now preparing to 
send out proper blanks for 
the automobile license for 
1925, and if the car is properly 
registered as to title, there 
will be no delay in the issu- 
ance of the license under the 
form which has been adopted 
for this work. The owners 
are cautioned not to use the 
old application blanks for 
license as a new form has 
been adopted and the same 
will be sent to every, owner 
who has properly registered 
his car as to title and to those 
_ only. y 

‘ We make this statement so 
as to relieve all of embarrass- 
ment, to save confusion and 
delay, and protect the people 
from fines. , 

_Ifanyone has sent in ap- 
plication for title registration 
under the new law and_ has 
not heard from it, it is wise to 
communicate at once with 
Motor Vehicle Commission, 
as in all probility the appli- 
cation has been lost in the 

The public must remember 
that poll taxes for 1923 must 
be paid or else not be assess- 
able in order to get new auto- 
mobile licenses, and this will 
have to be certified to in the 
blank that is being sent out.

MARTYNIAS CAN BE 
MADE INTO PICKLES 


Fruits Are Especially Desir- 
able for Mixtures. 


(Prepared by the Unum" States Department 
Agriculture) 


Af you have wurtyoias in your lo 
cality, elther growing wild or in the 
garden, you can make them into very 
good pickles, says the United States 
Department of Agriculture, by frst 
putting them in brine for about three 
weeks. 

Martynias grow wild and in great 
abundance in the semi-arid regions of 
southwestern United States, but they 
cag be grown successfully in other to 
calities. The plant grows from two to 
three feet high and bears large leaves 
apd a purplish flower. It may be 
planted for ornamental purposes. 
The seed-bearing pods are used for 
pickling. They grow close to the 
stem and should be picked for 
pickling when two inches long. They 
are curved in shape and covered with 
a fuzzy growth which exudes a gum- 
my substance, irritating to the skin. 


It bas been found that these fruits 
respond very readily to the action of 
brine. A 40 per cent brine, made by 
dissolving one pound of sak in nine 
pints of water, is the most satists 
tory strength to use for martynias. 
As the brine must be maintained 
the same strength throughout the en- 
Ure process of curing, and as juices 
which dilute the brine are drawn out 
of all products, it is necessary to add 
salt from time to ime. A salinometer, 
which is a simple, inexpensive piece 
of apparatus, is the best means of de 
termining when the brine is of the re- 
quired strength. Its use is recom- 
mended wherever possible, especially 
if any quantity of fruit is being han- 
ded.,* 

A keg or stone jar is satisfactory 
for brining. Kegs must be well 
washed with hot water, and soaked 
overnight with fresh water, to be sure 
they are watertight. Round board 
covers, coated with bot paraffin are 
used to keep the vegetables submerged 
fm the brine. Clean bricks are used as 
weights. Another large round wood 
cover over the top of each keg is nec 
essary to keep out dirt and dust. 

When the martynias have been im 
the brine from two to three weeks 
they are sufficiently cured, and ready 
te be freshened by soaking in fresh 
water overnight They may then 
Pickled, elther in plain vinegar or 
& sweet spiced vi
